Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: There is 
incorrect punctuation in line 5 of paragraph 2 and line 8 of paragraph 10. The recitation

"because of its lightweight" in line 7 of paragraph 8 doesn't make sense. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The use of the trademarks MAGIC ICE and VELCRO has been noted in this 
application. Trademark should be capitalized wherever they appear and be 
accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 



Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. 
Misnumbered claim [c1] has been renumbered claim 1. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hathaway 
(PN 5295949). 

Hathaway discloses a neck ring for cooling or warming comprising: a first 
elongated, rectangular fabric layer (28); a second elongated, rectangular fabric layer 
sized as the same size as the first fabric layer (24); means for threadably attaching the 
first fabric layer parallel to and against the second fabric layer (27); a third fabric layer 
(26) attached on one side to said second fabric layer and sized to form an elliptical 
chamber (14) along the length and width of the second fabric layer; means for 
threadably attaching the third fabric layer substantially along the lengths on both sides 
of the second fabric layer (27); and an elongated gel pack (50) that retains cold or heat 
for a predetermined amount of time that is flexible (Fig 7) and is sized to fit within said 
third fabric layer chamber (Fig 6a) on said neck ring which is inserted into said chamber 
on said neck ring for providing heating or cooling to said neck ring (column 4 lines 47- 
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49). Hathaway does not disclose leaving both ends of the elliptical chamber open, 
instead Hathaway discloses leaving one end of the elliptical chamber open (14). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified Hathaway to obtain the instant invention by 
leaving both ends of the elliptical chamber open in order to facilitate inserting the 
elongated gel pack into the elliptical chamber from either end of the chamber.
